CAMPAIGN AGAINST PUBLIC ORDER ACT

In fact 
he had been severely beaten up and brutalized 
in front of hundreds of witnesses when arrested 
in Marble Arch tube station after the Cherry 
Groce march back on Monday 11 november 1985. 

On That day 3000 angry people. mostly black. 
marched from Brixton to Marble Arch tube 

to protest against the shooting of Cherry Groce 
and the let-off of P.C. Loveldck- who shot her. 
Reuben Johnson was there, his family were frie- 
nds of the Groce”s and they babysat for each- 
other: After the peaceful march cops tried tc 
nick people for jumping the barrier at the tube 
and for carrying banner poles. Witnesses at the 
trial confirmed Reuben"s story-that he and oth- 
ers. were beaten up in a passage way, puched, 
kicked, strangled. handcuffed. dragged up the 
escalator by the heels, then-beaten up again 
at the entrance before hundreds of people held 
back by cops who had closed the tube. Another 
witness said he was punched and Kicked repeat- 
edly outside and in a police van. 

Later Reuben“s case was taken up by the Black 
people”s Campaign for Justice. which appealed 
for witnesses. But at the trial a lying chorus 
of police claimed that Reuben Johnson had bit- 
ten them and he was found guilty. he has been 
harrassed severely by police ever since and 
is appealing against the verdict. 


WOLVERHAMPTON 


After the murder of Clinton McCurbin (by police 
See last Ekomedia) a demonstration of 2000 
marched in a blizzard through Wolverhampton. 
A huge police presence prevented us from get- 
ting to tne city centre store where ne was kil- 
led. A fire bomb in a Wolverhampton Depatment 
store later in the month was claimed by the 
Black Liberation Front. Alsa recent reports 
of hoax phone calls luring police to estates 
near Wolverhampton where they were met by mol- 
otovs. No injuries yet! 

MORE POLICE BRUTALITY 


“Manchester student Steven Shaw having fled the 
country after pice persecution and torture 
has now been charged with "perverting the 

cour ase of Justice”. Police have made it known 
that this is an extraditable offence, i.e. he 
has been told to shut up or else... 

This follows from a violent police attack on 
students during the demonstration against Leon 
Britain in 1984. A police enquiry into the po- 
lice brutality has said “Yes, 8 officers were 
violent but cannot be identified” 

So as usual no action will be taken. 

Similarly a lice enquiry into the police riot 
at Stonehenge “85 has said "Yes, a few officers 
used excessive force but they could not be 
186268218422 .

A group calling themselves the Norman 
Tebbit Appreciation Society flooded a ' 
Royal Observer Corps (ROC) bunker at 
Queen Camel, on the A303 near Yeovil, 
causing thousands of pounds worth of 
damage. They removed a steel plate 
which covers a four inch diameter tube 
which runs from above ground into the 
bunker below, and introduced a waler 
feed pipe from a nearby cattle trough. 
They say that the bolts on the steel plate 
are easily undone wilh an adjustable 
spanner, and that all ROC bunkers follow 
this design 


The two week long WINTEX civil 
defence exercise (March 4-17), 
resulted In actions around the 
country.

. fakes place every two years, 


rehearsed steps to secure the 
country against the “Internal 
threat”. in practice this would in- 
volve requisitioning food and 
petrol, rounding up “subver- 
sives", dissolving parliament, 
and ruling the country with 
unelected regional emergency 
committees. 


Two women cut through three 
fences into the high security area of 
Aldermaston Atomic eapons 
Research Establishment on 
Mitchelson were arrested for 
criminal damage. They painted the 
floor of the A90 Trident complex 
with anti-Trident slogans and 
slogans about local cancer rates 
during the 25 minutes ey were 
inside the building. They left leaflets 
in the building, and leafleted some 
of the workers. The A90 complex 
will have facilities (now being built) 
for assembling Trident warheads, 
dismantling obsolete weapons and 
for design of future weapons. 


After a confrontation at Wapping the 
police produced a number of weapons 


at a press conference saying they 


found in the possession of anarchists. 
This was queried by a journalist who 
asked why, in that case, the anarchists 
had not been apprehended. The spokes- 


pig explained that they had been 


abandoned by anarchists. How in that 
case could the identity of the possessors 
of these weapons be known? It was not 
known, retorted the police testily. When 
known, they would be charged. The

Hundreds of women who 
gathered at Greenham Common 
crulse missile base for Inter- 
national Women's Day on March 
8 blockaded and locked the gates 
two days later as a missile 
convoy returned from exercises 
on Salisbury Plaln. They placed a 
settee with a skeleton siiting on 
it, and a board with the legend 
“Cruise means mass murder", 
across the sliproad to the Yellow 
(main) Gate. 


On March 16, 18 women occupied 
the office of Sanity, CND's monthly 
magazine. In a statement to PN, 
they explained that they took this 
action because “Sanity and CND 
are part of the continuing silence 
about the Molesworth rapes, and 
we are angry. Despite the rape 
survivors and other ex-Molesworth 
women sending material about the 
Molesworth rapes, there has been 
nothing in Sanity revealing the truth 
about the rapes.”

Earlier, the women had palnt- 
ed Texstar armoured vehicles, 
causing £3000 worth of damage 
altogether. They found papers tel- 
ling drivers what action the USAF 
should take in case of a CND “am- 
bush", and instructions that the con- 
voy should stop and call an ambu- 
lance in the event of an accident— 
Ignored on several occasions when 
Greenham women have been In- 
jured by hit-and-run convoy drivers.

Wew Quality of Repression 

Eight onthe after Chernobyl “the Federal Conference of AntisNuclear 
Groups (BURO) which had been planned to take place in late November 

1986 dm Regensburg, Bavaria, wae vorbidden. The Ministry of the In- 
terior had decided {¢ should not meet in Bavarie (Bavaria is in south 
Germany and one of the II states of the federal Republic of Germeny). 

In Bavaria there fe the strongest resistance against nuclear power ; 
because the WAA fs budide in Wackeradorf. \ 
More than looo Cope saw to it that the ban was realised, Every little | 
meeting ef AKW2(nuciear power plant) and WAA~(nucleer wastereprocessing 
plant) adversaries was broken up. A meeting in the rooms of the uni- 
versity was broken up as well after half an hour. The featival in the e 
evening was limited to a mtsic festival, by law. Some cop aquade in 
riot police uniformo stayed inside the festival rooms and controlled 

the evening, liotengng closely for any political remarks. The building 
{taelf wag aurrounded by police line fences and illuminated by flood- 
lights. Nevertheless some speeches vere delivered. The people left 

the scene before the police could evict them. 

The mainpoine of che justifikation of the ban on the BUKO-conference 

was the possibility of there being made dangerous utteringe of illegal i 
content” wich coulde not be tolerated, no matter if they met with

The ban on the BUKO represents an attempt to divide the antinuclear 
movement along the line of the question of violence ae apolitical 
means: you have to decide whether you want to use "violence", and 

be a "terrorist", or distance yourself from every direct action 
against thinge or people. The prohibition of Regensburg is part of a 
series of similar attacks on the democratic basic rights, of 

freadom of thought and freedom of assembly in West Germany. 

In June in Hamburg 800 anti-nuclear demonstrators were encircled 
and penned in for 24 hours, arrested and their personal data registered. 
In Deceaber in GSttingen a youthcenter where adfiscussion about the 
brutal eviction of a squatted house in town was taking place, was 
attacked by police. 

Since January Ist ينوه‎ "anti-terror-lavs" are in force. It is now 
possible to iilegalike meetings, conferences and newspapers in the 
whole country. 


New Anti-Terror~Acts §130a §129a 


The new paragraph 129a of the Code of Criminal procedure turns 
anti-nuclear groups into so-called "terroristic associations". 
It (e not"only” the actions themselves (for exemple saving off an 
electric power supply mast, setting on fire a bulldozer, blotkading a 
railway line etc.) that are illegal and persecuted, but also any group 
of people who merely aggree with such actiom may ممعم هط‎ 
Assembling with other people who are for an end of the use of nuclear 
power can be persecuted as a criminal offence. 
This also means the right of the police to search cars and flate as 
often as they want, also "preventive" controls on the streets, 
preventive taking of personal data of non-uvolvad people. It 8 
punishable not to denounce a planned or executed criminal offence 
if you have knowledge of it. 1 
Paragraph 130a, which is inforce as of Jan. lst 1987, too, ie the 
paragraph of censorship. 
It ie forbidden to disseminate papers which could be used as an 
instruction for a criminal offence, fof exemple, "breach the public 
peace” or"dangerous imtervention into the raf lvay- of Phattic”. 
It 16 illegal to publish or disseminate pepers/information which 
could "further the readiness to realize a criminal offence";

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Calls Link Blaze to Animal Rights Group 


82.5 Million Fire at UC Davis .-

~ Animal rights protesters 
were linked to a $2.5 million fire 
yesterday that ravaged a veteri- 
nary diagnostic laboratory un- 
der construction at the Univer- 
sity of California at Da vis. 


+ مد‎ The three-alarm blaze started 
‘about 3 a.m. in the half completed. 
50,000-square-foot struciure that 
professors said was not to be used 
Yor any animal experimentation. 


A few hours later there was a 
flurry of vandalism on 18 cars on 
the Davis campus about half a mile 
from the burned building. Animas 
fights slogans were spray-painted 
om autos and building walls and 
Some tires were slashed. 


°°" “Telephone calls and written 
notes to numerous Sacramento area 
news agencies claimed the fire and 
“vandalism were the work of the An- 
mel Liberation Front, whose mem- 
bers object to using animals for re 
search. 

Physical evidence at the fire 
site produced a “strong suspicion” 
of ‘arson and indicated that the 
“ALF may be involved,” the state 
fire marshal's office said. 


Notes left at wire service of- 
Hees and signed “ALF” said the van- 
dalism was retaliation “in the name 
of thousands of animals tortured 
gach year in campus labs.“

{mentation at the diagnostic labora- 
tory,” the Davis School of Veteri- 
nary Medicine countered in a state- 
ment yesterday. “The only research 
will be of an epidemiological (dis- 
ease study and control) nature. 
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Firefighters sprayed water on smoldering roof of partially finished animal research lab at UC Davis 


“Obviously, this (research) ts 
critical to the welfare of the live- 
stock industry and to public 
health.” : 


The building, which had been 
scheduled for completion this sum- 
mer at a cost of $10 million, was 
supposed to become the most “up- 
to-date veterinary diagnostic labo- 
ratory in the nation.” 


The lab would “provide fast, ac- 
curate diagnostic services and more 
effective disease surveillance and 
control measures to guard against 
foreign and domestic animal dis- 
eases, many of which are transmis- 
sible to humans,” a Davis spokes- 
man said. 


About $5 million already had 
been spent on the building. About 
half of the completed construction 
was destroyed in the fire. When 
completed, the lab will be owned by 
the Staie Department of Food and 
Agriculture and operated by the Da- 
vis veterinary school. 


Bill Essex, assistant campus po- 
lice chief, said relatively minor van- 
dalism such as the attacks on the 
cars “are a common thing at this 
time of year. It always happens just 
before Animal Rights Day on April 
24.” 


The Animal Liberation Front 
and, other animal-rights groups 
have been connected to numerous 
tumultuous protests and some van- 
dalism in California, but never to 
anything approaching the magni- 
tude of yesterday's fire. 


“It took a very aggressive at- 
tack" by firefighters from five juris- 
dictions to save half the structure, 
said Bill Greene, assistant UC Davis 
campus fire chief. ‘This is a real 
heartbreaker for me. It's clearly the 
biggest fire herein 10 years." C“ 


The unoccupied structure's 
sprinkler system was not yet opera- 
tional. ‘Jf the building had been 
finished, sprinklers would have 
handled the problem with probably 
a $1,000 loss,” Greene said. A fire 
hydrant alongside the building was 
also not yet usable, forcing fire hos- 
es to be stretched from 400 feet 
away. 


There were no injuries, al- 
though onc firefighter from the Da. 
vis department needed oxygen af- 
ter becoming light-headed.
